EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

The application has been amended as follows: In claim 1, line 4 and claim 17, 
line 4, the word "layer'* is introduced after the word "scintillator" in order to follow the 
original claim 1 which included the "scintillator layer" (it seems that the word layer was 
inadvertantly removed) and to avoid a 35 USC 112 lack of antecedent basis rejection, 
since later on in the claims the phrase "the scintillator" layer is present. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with John Smith on 09/09/2003. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-33 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
amendments made by the Applicant to more clearly define the invention, namely, that 
the organic film is formed on top and side surfaces of the scintillator layer and it extends 
at least partially into the gaps between the columnar crvstals of the scintillator layer .

overcome the prior art rejection and thus render the claims allowable. The Kingsley 
reference used to reject the claims contains an organic film only on top of the columnar 
scintillating crystals and not in the gaps between the columns.
